ening in honor of that Keutlermnan’s 
seventieth birthday auniversary. For 
several days a conunittee df members 
from the Danish Lutheran «church 
societies had been busily plasoing 
for this event, and when the tine 
came, everything was in complete 
readiuess. 

Besides the local friends and par- 
ishioners of Rey. Kjolhedé and. his 
wife there were several out-of-town 
guests: Theodore Kjothede of Graut, 
and. Mra.-.S..D.: Rodholm,’ of Dew 
Molues, Iowa, son and. daughter of 
Rev. and Mrs. Kiolhede, aud three 
children of Mrs. Rodholm; Rev. Peter 
Rasmussen, ‘of the Ashland high 
achool of Grant, Mich.; and Rev. Jens 
Holtz of Ludington, were conspicuous 
among the audience. 

A great surprise waa iu store for 
the.honored one of the eveniug when 
verses were distributed ‘among those 
present: that: told. in a-few. brief lines 
the progress he had made from his 
‘childhood to'the. present ‘day. -It was 
written especially for the occasion by 
John.-H.. Cook, and sung tothe tune 
of a popular Danish air.” 

James W.:Soreuson, chairman of 
the conimittee ou arrangements, an: 
nounced this. song for the opening of 
the mecting, after which he stated 
that the purpose of the gathering wae 
todo houor to-'their : beloved: pastor 
upon this day of his seventieth, birth- 
day anniversary, and requested that 
ay heed to the words

and metaphore flow freely from their 
lips,’”’ and that they. wished to hear 
‘from everybody. who had anything to

Then in behalf of the congregation 
he ‘congratulated thelr pastor and in 


'/remembrauce of the occasion present- 


ed him with a hand4ome leather rocks 
er, together with.a beautiful bouquet 
iu a cut glass vase, and. thanked him 
forthe .zood. work he had’ done and 
‘hoped that he: might. continue for 
mauy more years iu his life's work. 

Rev. Rasmussen. spoke of the Hfe 
work of Rey. Kjoihede ond character- 
ized him as a'‘man of “strength, ability 
and sense of ‘duty,”. these three are 
what mark his life.

Rev, Kjothede has held many im- 
portant positions in the American’ as- 
sociation and. ‘for ‘several’ years was 
its president, and’ at present. is the 
ordainor of its theological graduates. 

- Rev. -Kjolhede ‘saw the need. of 
Danish ‘achoale and it/was through his 
great effort that Grandview callege at 
Dee Moines, Iowa, had. been eatablish=. 

This was.in the year of 1896. 
ed ‘Rasmussen. closed. his. talk 
with: the ‘presentation. of a beautiful’ 
silver toving cup, which contained 
several gold coins, as a gift of.the 


Danish ministers of America and read 


a letter from Rev. Gravengaard, pres- 
ident of the American association, ex- 


‘tending thanks and. congratulations. 


Rey. Kjolhede,, in. accepting these 
beautiful-gifts and. cloquent compli- 
ments, stated that King Frederick VIE 
once said that he “thanked the chil- 
dren for what they had done," and 
that.was the way the felt. He said it 
was easicr to bear criticism than 
praise,.and this was almost: too muck 
far him. He told haw he had started 
into the miniatry. and how ho-turned 
back: twice wheiy. almoat 3t the door 
of the theological college, aud finally
